The Lena River was the great 
waterway of the exile. Those whose 
exiles had expired returned south, 
going up the river. Permission to 
exchange one place of exile for an- 
other could be obtained from the 
Governor of Irkutsk without great 
difficulty. 

We two removed 155 kilometers 
farther east on the River Ilim, 
where we had friends. There I 
worked for a short time as clerk in 
the office of a milKonaire mer- 
chant. His stores of fur goods, 
shops and public houses, were scat- 
tered over an area as great as Bel- 
gium and Holland. But he was un- 
able to sign his name and made a 
cross instead. He lived miserably 
and greedily for 12 months only to 
spend scores of thousands on “‘high 
living” at the Nijni Novgorod an- 
nua! fair. 

I was in his employ for about | 
six weeks. But once [ entered a 
funt (Russian pound) of paint as 
a pood (40 Russian pounds) and 
gent an exorbitant bill to a shop 
far away from headquarters. My 
clerical reputation was ruined and 
I was compelled to ask for my dis- 
charge. I again returned to Ust- 
Kut and then farther south, to

After an interval of three 
years I was once more active. 

Decides to Escape. 

The exiles were no longer con- 
tent to remain in the places to | 
which they were assigned.

In} 
nearly every one of the larger vil- | 
lages peasants could be found who 
from the time of their youth had | 
been under the influence of the 
revolutionaries of the older gen- | 
eration and they were ready to 
help the political exiles to get 
away by boat, cart or sledge, pass- 
ing them on to other sympathizers.

IGHT years ago 

George Brandon 

= died in the electric 

Wea chair at Trenton, 

New Jersey, con- 

victed of murder. 

To the very end he 

protested his inno- 

cence, and his last 

utterance, as the 

guards hustled him into the chair, 

was: ‘‘You are about. to witness a 

terrible tragedy in the killing of a man 

who is innocent.” The guards ai- 

lenced him, strapped him down, and a 
few minutes later he was dead. 

But his dying words made a deep 
impression, and they had so much 
poignancy for the widow that she has 
never ceased her efforts to prove him 
innocent. Although a poor woman, 
in broken health, she has never given 
up her attempt to clear his name, and 
now, after eight long years of struggle, 
it appears that she has amassed 
enough evidence to prove her case. 
Whether or not she can now get an of- 
ficial hearing and vindication is an- 
other question, but there is no doubt 
that she has enough evidence to con- 
vince anyone that the testimony on 
which her husband was convicted was 
of a very questionable kind; enough 
evidence, certainly, to raise a very 
serious doubt ag to his guilt. 

The Brandon case, from beginning 
to end, is probably without a parallel 
in the legal history of the country. It 
involved the death of three persons. It 
resulted in the disbarment of Bran- 
don’s lawyer for mishandling his de- 
fense. It was the direct cause of an 
amendment to a State law. It brought 
forth an eight-year struggle by Bran- 
don’s widow to clear his name, and it 
may yet result in an admission by the 
New Jersey authorities that an official 
murder was committed by the State. 


HE case really opened on the 
morning of August 22, 1918, 
with the finding of the murdered 
bodies of Edith Janney and Arthur 
Kupfer, her fiance. Kupfer's body 
was found dumped by the roadside, 
near Rahway, New Jersey, and a few 
miles away Miss Janney'’s body was 
found in Kupfer's abandoned car. Both 
had been shot to death some time aft- 
er midnight while out riding. There 
were only two persons who could te!}l 
the police anything about the crime. 
Dr. Frank Moore, then Superintendent 
of the New Jersey State Reformatory, 
said that at 2 a. m. he had heard gun- 
shota, looked out of his window, across 
the lawn, and seen a man lifting a 
body out of a car. A New Jersey traf- 
fic cop said that shortly after 2 o'clock 
he was almost run down by a man 
speeding from the scene of the crime 
in what was later learned to be Kup- 
fer's car. That was all the information 
the police were able to gather, and 
the crime forthwith became an un- 
solved mystery. 
Then, early in 1920, almost two 
years after the crime had been com- 
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mitted, police au- 

thorities of Union

robbery in Auburn 

Penitentiary, New 

York.

Rahway, and added 

that he would be glad to do so, if in 
return the New Jersey authorities 
would try to lessen the nine-year term 
he was serving. Detectives visited 
Brandon, and he named as the mur- 
derer a fellow convict, one Charles 
Perchand, then serving a term for 
stealing an automobile. Brandon and 
Perchand had been friends before their 
respective convictions. Perchand was 
also interviewed. Both men were then 
released from Auburn and turned over 
to the New Jersey authorities. And 
then a surprising thing happened. Both 
Brandon and Perchand were indicted 
for the killings. Perchand was allowed 
to plead non vult (I do not dispute the 
indictment), and was to be the State’s 
star witness against Brandon! 


HIS tronic situation came about 
as a result of Perchand’'s story 
to the detectives. He said that 
on the night preceding the mur- 
ders he and Brandon had gone to 
visit a girl friend of Perchand’s 
at Perth Amboy, New Jersey, where 
Perchand had formerly been em- 
ployed in a factory. He said that 
they started back toward New York 
shortly before 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, that they hatied a passing auto- 
mobile and were offered a lift by Kup- 
fer, at whose side Miss Janney was 
sitting. Perchand then said that Kup- 
fer invited him to sit in the front seat 
with himself and Miss Janney, while 
Brandon sat alone in back. Perchand 
then said that Kupfer soon thereafter 
announced he was tired, asked Per- 
chand if he could drive, and _ then 
turned over the wheel to him. While 
Perchand was driving he suddenly 
heard two explosions. At first he 
thought they were blowouts, and then, 
to his amazement,- discovered that 
Brandoh, from the rear seat, had shot 
both Kupfer and Miss Janney. Kup- 
fer's body was then thrown out, the 
car sped away and was later aban- 
doned with Miss Janney's body in it. 
The two men then went to their re- 
spective homes in New York. About 
a year later Perchand was convicted 
of stealing an automobile. Soon after 
that Brandon was sent up for having 
driven an automobile used in a holdup. 
The two men met again in prison, and 
then came Brandon's letter. 

The jury before whom Brandon was 
tried believed Perchand’s story. There 
were several factors, however, which 
added considerable weight to its ob- 
viously thin texture. Brandon had de-

nied any participation in the 
crime. He said that he had 
actually been at work in a New 
York garage on the evening of 
the crime, that he had come 
home to his wife at about 
10:39, and that he had been 
admitted to the rooming house 
where they lived by a young 
woman who also lived there. 
However, Brandon's attor-. 
ney, Frank McDermit. failed to 
produce any witnesses to cor- 
roborate these _ estatements. 
Then Dr. Frank Moore identi- 
fied Brandon as the man he 
had seen lifting a body out of 
the car in front of his house. 
A full moon rendered visibil- 
ity comparatively distinct. On top of 
thai the young woman of Perth Am- 
boy identified Brandon as having vis- 
ited her with Perchand on the night 
of the crime. The jury returned a 
verdict of guilty, and in November, 
1920, Brandon was sentenced to death. 
For his aid in the case Perchand was 
let off with a four-year sentence. 
Time passed, and Brandon's attor- 
ney failed to perfect his appeal. His 
handling of the case was so obviously 
inconsiderate of his cilent’s interests 
that the New Jersey Supreme Court 
disbarred him from the further prac- 
tice of law ‘‘for gross dereliction in 
his duty to his client.’’ In the mean- 
time, Mrs. Brandon was making fran- 
tic efforts in her husband's behalf. She 
knew he was innocent, she said, be- 
cause he had actually been at home 
with her when the crime took place. 
She tuld her story to dozens of people, 
but nothing came of it. She had 
neither influential friends nor money. 
But an accident helped her. A cer- 
tain Cuban gentleman came to New 
York and offered several thousand 
dollars to the person who would sell 
him an ear to be grafted on in place 
of the one he had lost in an accident. 
Mrs. Brandon promptly volunteered, 
but her offer was rejected because of 
a difference in complexion. The inci- 
dent received considerable publicity. 
It attracted the attention of a New 
York attorney, who studied the case, 


- | 


was convinced that Mrs. Brandon’s 
contentions were well-founded, and got 
a fellow attorney, I. Faerber Golden- 
horn of New Jersey, to take up the 
case. Convinced that a terrible mis- 
carriage of justice was about to take 
place, Goldenhorn worked night and 
day, without any compensation, and 
at last got together the witnesses need- 
ed to corroborate Brandon's story. But 
here fate stepped in and dealt Bran- 
don what amounted to his death blow. 


New Jersey law, no new evidence 
could be introduced in a case six 
months after conviction. Thus it was 
that although Goldenhorn, after much 
effort, had found the witnesses to cor- 
roborate Brandon's testimony, there 
Was no way their testimony could be 
heard. Despite the frantic efforts of 
Goldenhorn and Mra. Brandon, Gover- 
nor Edwards refused to take any ac- 
tion, and Brandon was electrocuted, 
his dying speech consisting of a pro- 
test of lunocence. The Citizens’ Union 
of New Jersey severely censured the 
Governor for not interfering, and the 
Sheriff of New York, after a review of 
the case, declared that the evidence 
which convicted Brandon was highly 
questionable. There was also much 
editorial protest in the newspapers, 
but as far as Brandon was concerned 
that meant little, for he was dead. 
Now, Mrs. Brandon's version of the 


Fx. by a peculiar provision of the 
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affair, which Goldenhorn and others 
insist is true, certainly makes Bran- 
don’s conviction appear as a gross in- 
justice and her persistent efforts to 
vindicate her husband have unearthed 
additional facts that strengthen her 
contention. 

She says that on the night of 
the crime, Brandon, who was then 
30 years old and had been married 
to her more than five years, came 
home from working in a garage and 
did not leave the house after his ar- 

rival. She said that the next 
day he went to see his friend 
Perchand, and that the lat- 
ter confessed having com- 
mitted the crime the night 
before. He said that he had 
obtained a lift from Kupfer 
and Miss Janney and then 
tried to hold them up, and 
in the struggle that followed 
he killed them both. He 
threw out Kupfer's body, 
drove away, tried to run 
down a traffic cop who at- 
tempted to stop the car, and 
later abandoned the car and 
came to New York. Perchand later re- 
gretted his confession to Brandon, she 
relates, and the two men quarreled. 
Later they met again in prison and 
the quarrel was resumed. Then it was 
that Brandon decided that he would 
try to buy his way out of prison by 
telling what he knew of the Rahway 
murders. After writing to the Union 
County officials, however, he realized 
he was violating the underworld code 
against snitching, repented and re- 
fused to say more. It was only when, 
to his amazement, he found himself 
charged with the crime and Perchand 
the chief witness against him that he 
told the story in detail. 

Now the important thing about the 
evidence Mrs. Brandon has amassed is 
that it specifically nullifies the testi- 
mony of the chief witnesses against 
Brandon. The implausibility of Per- 
chand's story is evident, she says, for 
it is hardly likely that a man riding 
with his fiancee would willingly turn 
over the wheel of his car to a stranger. 
Next, she says that the young woman 
of Perth Amboy was coached in her 
identification of Brendon as her via- 
itor on the night of the murder, and 
that furthermore the woman was a 
friend of Perchand’s and thus likely to 
be willing to be of some service to him.

Medical Mystery

HE Countess of Powis died 
of ehock, the doctore re- 
cent), reported, thereby 
throwing a light of re 
newed interest upon one of 
the most baffling mys- 
terles of modern medical science. 
What, after all, is shock? Obviously 
it acta to blot out lives here and there 
Ss wind snuffs out a candle—but 
how? 

Take the case cited above. The well- 
known British society woman was rid- 
ing up to London in her luxurious 
limousine, with her chauffeur at the 
Wheel. She was the only passenger. 
Near Towcester, not far from Powis 
Castie, where on occasion she had 
Counted royalty among her guests, the 
Machine skidded and overturned. It 
Was by no means wrecked; indeed, 
the chauffeur eacaped with scarcely a 
Scratch. Scrambling to the road he 
Tushed to the woman’s aid. To his 
Surprise the Countess was dead, 60 
far as he could teil without a single 
bodily sign that she had been harmed! 

Physicians were summoned, but all 
efforts to revive the Lady of Powis 
Proved futile. As is usual in the face 
of mystery, speculation was rife. Was 
the heart of the Countess weak and 
had it broken down and stopped as 
® result of the excitement of the 
CTash’ Or had a blood vessel, for 
the same reason, burst in her brain’

tess had been in good “el 
health and condition, it he 
was ascertained; to all - Ss 
appearances her body 4 ay 
had been perfectly fit to Oe 
go on living.

If tbe strange passing of the 
Countess were unique or unprece- 
dented. there would be fair reason to 
assume that the phyeicians in the case 
had not gathered all the evidence, that 
the actual physical cause of death or 
the usual signs and symbols of such 
causes had escaped them. But the 
truth ie that every pathologist all over 
the world has encountered similar 
lethal instances; such cases are & reg- 
ular if comparatively rare occurrence.

Throughout that day they followed 
down a half-dozen leads, still» hope- 
ful that they would get their man. 
Late that night as they were return- 
ing to Evanston from Riverside in 
the squad car equipped with radio 
they got a report of a kidnaping on 
the outskirts of Oak Park, through 
which they happened at that moment 
to be passing.

He had taken a pseudonym, 
he explained, to avoid the trouble his 
son had brought down on him His 
boy, he said, had always come to him 
when he was in trouble, which was 
often. He had helped him out of one 
scrape after another. Finally he had 
given up. Originally he had held 
high hopes for his son. The boy had 
been graduated from high achool 
creditably. There had been a prospect 
of college. The father and mother 
had sold the house they owned toward 
this end. Then their boy had gone 
bad. 

Why had it come about this way’ 
The elder Nelson could not say. ‘‘May-

Through this friend the detectives 
learned of a number of’ unsolved 
crimes in which Nelson had taken part. 


EXT they checked up on his 
N athletic record. At Detroit 
in 1927 he won the in- 
ternational outdoor amateur speed 
skating championship. Later in the 
Same year he competed at Lake 
lacid, New York, and tiled for 
the national championship with 
Charles Gorman. He holds most of 
the skating records in Chicago. He is 
also a baseball player of considerable 
merit. It has been learned that after 
a series of holdups in the spring of 
1928 he reported to the Peoria club 
in the Three-l League and proved so 
good a first baseman that he replaced 
a regular. He had a contract to play 
with the same ball club this season. 

One of the last persons the detec- 
tives ran to earth in their search was 
Miss Lillian Haroldson, who had been 
dating with Nelson for a year or 
more. She at first flatly refused to 
believe the story they told her. Final- 
ly she was convinced when it was 
shown that Nelson had deserted his 
employer's car and had dodged the 
police search. Then she recalled one 
thing that had seemed to her strange 
about Nelson's conduct. He had al- 
ways refused to be photographed with 
her nor would he ever give her his 
picture. She had thought this pe- 
cullar at the time. 

Just one more clue was uncovered.

How would a community, thus 
stretched on racks of frustration, 
receive, not Aphrodite Pandemus, 
but a world-renowned adventur- 
ess? California was soon to know.

The North- 
erner was in from the Isthmus, 
and with it Lola Montez. 

“Everybody is in a fever to 
eatch a glimpse of the lloness,’’ 
wrote the San Francisco Herald 
somewhat hectically. ‘‘Whether 
she comes as danseuse, authoress, 
politician, beauty, blue-stocking or 
noble lady she will be seen, 
admired, sung, courted, gone mad 
over here as elsewhere.”’ 

More, if possible, even than now 
American imagination in the ante- 
bellum heyday was feverishly in- 
quisitive as to the doings of roy- 
alty. Lola had been not a King, 
of course. But almost more glam- 
orous to the love-starved Califor- 
nians, she had been a royal mis- 
tress. Moreover, only a little less 
than Kings and for similar rea- 
sons, the titled nobility dazzled us. 
And majesty in Bavaria had cre- 
ated Lola Montez Countess of 
Landsfeldt. True, this was in 
1847, and since 1848 the Bavari- 
an court had done all in its power 
to quiet the title through edicts of 
repeal and exile. But to American 
curiosity, and Western curiosity 
especially, any patent of nobility, 
however new, however gained and 
however long abated, was suffi- 
cjently authentic. 

Along with its morbid interest 
in rank, the country maintained 
an almost hysterical passion for 
revolutionaries. 

Now Lola hit us on both our 
blind sides by being at once royal 
and revolutionary. What is more, 
in one stroke of daring and dili- 
gently exploited idealism she had 
lost both her King and her revo- 
lution. 

Thus in an age of shameless 
sentimentality she came to Cal{- 
fornia ideally equipped for an 
emotional conquest with the 
doubly melancholy glamour of a 
lost cause and a broken heart. 

To be sure, not much of the 
Countess’ celebrity quite stood up 
biographically. She was certainly 
not Spanish and there were com- 
petent critics unkind enough to 
say she was no dancer. The
